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My mom often wonders why it is that I am so afraid of growing up. The fact that our house is conveniently 
placed between a pre-school, an elementary school, and a huge playground may have nothing to do with it, 
but I think the fact that I consistently see little kids running around has had some effect on the way I think.

1987-88 was a particularly successful year for Harry Ainlay’s Math Club. On the provincial level, 5 Harry Ainlay 
students, Xiao-Chang Cheng, Lon Labrash, Les Hankinson, Siku Adam and Mark Fokema, were recognized on the 
Honors list for the Alberta High School Math Prize Exam. Xiao-Chang Cheng received the 2nd highest score in 
Edmonton. Siku Adam and Mark Fokema, with an outstanding effort, placed 1st and 3rd respectively for Grade 10 
students in the entire province. These 5 students were invited to write the Alberta High School Math Scholarship 
Exam, where Xiao-Chang Cheng placed 5th in the province and Mark Fokema placed 9th (top grade 10 score in 
the province) for which he received $50.00 prize. Both of these gentlemen were invited to write the Canadian 
Math Olympiad during spring break. 


On the national level, we started this year’s competition off with the Canadian National Math League - a 6 part 
competition running from October to April. The school team placed 3rd in Alberta and Xiao-Chang Cheng tied for 
second in Ganada. On 6 separate examinations, he missed only 1 question. 


Three major national math competitions are written in the spring. On the Cayley exam, for Grade 10’s, the school 
team of Adon Crook, Ted Lee, and Akrit Sodhi, placed 1st in the city and 2nd in the province. On the Fermat exam 
for Grade 11's, Winnie Sia, Victor Lin, and Daniel Lowe made our school team 1st in the city and 3rd in Alberta. 
Xiao-Chang Cheng led our school team in the Grade 12 Euclid contest. He placed 3rd in the province and 19th in 
Canada. 


On the international level, Harry Ainlay entered a team in the American High School Math Exam. Our School 
team earned a certificate of Merit for its high achievement. Xiao-Chang Cheng placed 2nd in Alberta. A Grade 10 
student, Adon Crook, was given special recognition for his extremely fine achievement on this examination. 5 
Ainlay students - Michael Kneesch, Michael Mah, Tom Young, Allen Shen and Xiao-Chang Cheng were invited to 
write the American Invitational Math Examination. Xiao-Chang Cheng was our top student on this exam, placing 
8th in our zone which includes all of Alberta and the NWT. 


All of the students who participated deserve congratulations for their fine efforts, and we are looking forward to 
an equally successful year in 1988-89.
